Columbus, May 21.—Ninety presby- 


teries have indorsed the proposition of 
the Erie presbytery to the Presby- 
terian general assembly, asking that

terian church with a view to bringing 
abd.ut a union of,that body with the 
parent church. 


The United Presbyterian church has 


about 125,000 communicants and out- 
side of its adherence to the psalmody 
of David there is said to be no vital 
point of difference that would prevent 
a union. 


After lively debate, in which it 


was charged that an attempt was be- 
ing made to build up an hierarchy, the 
Presbyterian general assembly adopt- 
ed the report of the special commit- 
tee on administrative agencies, refer- 
ring to the presbyteries four over- 
tures relating to changes in the form 
of government of the church, which 
provided for 
the 
establishment of 


executive commissions by the presby- 
teries, synods and general assembly, 
of which the moderators of the re- 
spectivp organizations shall be 
the. 


head. 
If a majority of the presby- 


teries approve these 'overtures, th? 
committee will report to the 
next 


general assembly a plan for the ex- 
ecutive commission of the general as- 
sembly. 


The assembly by unanimous vote 


made the report of the committee on 
temperance a special order for Wed- 
nesday afternoon; at which time* the 
controversy between the Interchurch 
Temperance federation and the Anti- 
Saloon league will be threshed out on 
the floor of the assembly.

RIOTS POLLOW 


BOMJUHJTRAGE 


Russian Terrorists Wound Hundreds 


On Odessa's Streets. 


DETECTIVES ASSASSINATED 


Two Men and a Woman Do Deadly 


Work at Police Headquarters, Kill- 
ing Three Officers and Injuring 
Seven—Russia's Delegates to The 
Hague Conference. 


St. Petersburg, May 21. — Serious 


rioting occurred at Odessa, following' 
the assassination of three police of- 
ficials. A dispatch from Odessa says- 


"Terrorists, running wild through 


the streets, mercilessly beating people, 
particulaily Jews, more thsn a hun- 
dred of whom were seriously injured 
soon after the disturbances 
began. 


The police apparently remained pas- 
sive spectators of the disorder. No 
arrests were made aad the 
Black 


Hundreds continued their work of re- 
venge unchecked 


"The tragedy which led to the riot 


ing was openly enacted. While the 
superintendent of police and a number 
of other officials were in the central 
puikT bureau, two men and a girl en- 
tered the building, deposited an infer- 
nal machine in the building and went 
away. The machine exploded almost 
immediately afterwards, "killing 
the 


chief of police and two chief detec- 
tives of the city. They were blown to 
pieces and seven other persons were 
seriously injured. The police pursued, 
fired at, wounded and captured 
the 


two terrorists, but the girl who was 
with them escaped. The leader of the 
terrorists was subsequently identified 
as a man named Tcherthoff. The two 
detectives killed were bitterly hated 
by the terrorists."
